John Philip Sousa's name In the brief
space of five years has become known on
two continents, which Is not at all surpris-
ing, for his admirable march compositions
are at the present time played In every city
and town In this country, and by all lead-
ing military bands and large orchestras In
Europe, and since the "El Capltan" pro-
nounced success at the Broadway theater,
the "Song of El Capltan" and the great
march number at the close of the second
act are almost nlghtlyplayed by the theater

managers, as all of tho entirely new and
appropriate scenery, as well as all of the
brilliant costumes, dresses and draperies,
togethec with all the unique properties andstage effects. In fact every detail that em
phasized "El Capltan's" remarkable suc-
cess at the Broadway theater. New York
city, during its four months' engagement
at that house, will be employed here.

OTTAWA MUSICAL FESTIVAL

The "Creation" to lie Rendered liyi a
Thousand Knnsns Singers

Tills IVreU.
Ottawa, Kas June 5. (Special.) After

months of painstaking, conscientious work,
the several choruses that are to unite In the
rendition of Haydn's "Creation" at Forest
park, this city. June 11 and 12, have about
finished the preparatory work, and are now
"testing on their oars ' for the final labor.
Mr. S. F. Cravens, the originator and di-

rector of the festival, has had In contempla-
tion such an event for several years, but
the time never seemed opportune until this
season. Backed by the Commercial Club of
Ottawa, he threw Into the enterprise all his
energy nnd zeal nnd succeeded In awaken-
ing Interest In the larger cities of Eastern
Kansas, to tho extent that a dozen large
choruses were organized six months ago,
ench one of which has been engaged since
In hard practice for the rendition of the
"Creation."

The demand for tickets has been great,
and from the present outlook a large at-
tendance will greet the army of trained
singers. Tho weather usually at this time
of year is ideally perfect here and Forest
park Is so well known that no words are
needed in its praise. Suffice it to say, npj

place could be better adapted for the ren-
dition of Haydn's oratorio than this place.
The scenes, the atmosphere of the place,
everything. Is calculated to add to the

and impresslveness of the "Crea-
tion."

But all these things In themselves could
not Interpret this masterpiece of the great
musical genius. Cultured voices and trained
musicians are needed, besides. The man-
agement has spared no pains to meet these
requirements. While the choruses have
been faithfully trained for the work, requi-
sition has been made upon the best talent in
the land for soloists. Clementine DeVcre
Sapplo, soprano soloist: Mr. William Lavin,
the great tenor; Mr. Francis Walker and
Mabelle Crawford, a Kansas girl, of whom
all Kansans are proud, have been engaged.
The Philharmonic orchestra, of Kansas
City, augmented by the orchestra of the
Kansas state university, will assist In the
rendition of the great oratorio.

The 'cstival will not only comprise the
rendition of Haydn's "Creation." but there
will be a musical contest for prizes between
the choral societies. Two prizes, of $400 and
$200, respectively, will be given to the suc-
cessful competitors. All the competing
choruses will sing "Be Not Afraid," from
the "Elijah." as a contest number, and one
other number to be selected, by the director
of the respective choruses. Tho adjudicator
in this contest will be Mr. W. S. B. Ma-
thews, of Chicago, the well known musician
and critic The accompanist for the festi-
val will be Mr. Herbert Slsson. of Kansas
City, accompanist of the Apollo Club.

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STORIES AXD GOSSIP

OF THE STAGE. j.ss4s'5t"It is possible to luve and to get too
much of a good thing," declared Mr. John
W. McKInney, business manager of the
Hopper Opera Company, the other day. "I
never realized this was possible until
lately.

"Fcr tho past four years 3Ir. Hopper has
recited "Casey at the Bat,' how many times
I am not prepared to say, but if I should
state five thousand I would be quite near
the number of times that the comedian has
told the woes of Casey In verse.

"At the outset, Mr. Hopper rendered the
baseball poem only on special occasions,
and until on one fatal night at the Broad-
way theater, Casey was comparatively un-
known; but on this festive night he be-

came famous. It was "baseball night," and
the comedian's guests were the membirs
of the New York and Boston clubs. Tho
ball tossers were delighted, anofrom that
time on the story of Casey gradually be-
came a feature of the comedian's per-
formances, and no matter how earnestly he
would strive to retire tho poem, the more
useless became his efforts In that direction,
for in every city he visited, his auditors
would Insist upon hearing Casey.

"When "El Capltan" was being rehearsed
at the Tremont theater, Boston, last
spring, I attended Its Initial rehearsals and
was particularly pleased with the march
music that concludes the second and third
acts.

"At the conclusion of the last rehsarsal
I asserted that the march that Is the big
feature of tho second act finale would be
the most popular number In the opera. Mr.
Sousa admitted that it was catchy and full
of ginger, but declared that tho hit of the
opera would be the morning chorus. Hop-
per Insisted that we were both wrong and
that the hit would be The Typical Tune of
Zanzibar,' in the serenade at the opening
of the third act. But; I stuck to my hrst
love and held the "El Capltan' march was
tho most pleasing, and during rehearsals I
was always on hand when the march was
played. Its melody haunted mo day and
night, and when I wasn't whistling it I was
humming It, and during the first three
months' run of the opera at the Broad-
way theater I would go inside Just to hearmy favorite air. One day in er I
had a slight headache, and as I passed
along Broadway I heard a small boy
whistling, and with a distressingly shrill
whistle, the 'El Capltan' march. I got to
the theater, both orchestra, and chorus
were rehearsing It aaln, and as J.Ieft the
theater I heard an organ-grind- turning It
out. During the afternoon I concluded to
go down to Coney Island, in order to get
,rid of my headache and "also get' away
from that tune, but It was useless, for the
Italian band on the boat struck up the now
famous march and I went, below. The
excirsionlsts applauded, heartily and the
Italians played It again, and the strains
followed me. When I arrived in front of
the music stand at Manhattan beach
Sousa's band was playing the march, and
during the entire day that march pursued
me.

"Recently I attended a wedding in Balti-
more and It was played for a wedding
march. No matter where I go that march
confronts me, until I am fairly dosed with
It, but, withal, it Is y tho most popu-
lar march composition Mr. Sousa has yet
evolved, and, in spite of all, it is most en-
joyable to me, when Interpreted by ourgreat cast of principals and chorus of fifty
voices, with the accompaniment of a large
orchestra and military brass band."
